Sir,—Tho burden of my letter 
Inst wook was that our officials 
should oboy tho Ketter of the laws 
thoy make themselves.

-» aroused much resentment; it 18 6ug- 
geated that no long as the spirit of 
the Law was observed what does 
the letter matter? [ quite agree! 


SPIRIT. OF LAWS. 


| May I examine briefly the spirit 
of our Laws and sec how it {sn kept? 

Those much despised persons, the 
Victorian Statcsmen—who by-the- 
byo built up the Empire—provided 
in nearly every part of the. Empire, 
Legislative Councils, sometimes 
with an official majority und xome-- 
thmes not, but in every case the 
spirit of tho constitution was to 
provide for effective discussion of 
almost all alteratlona of the law 
by forma) debate. 


What has become of our Legis- 
Intive Council as a house of effec- 
tive debate? : 


DEBATE SILENCED. 


Firstly, very astute Governments 
in the pant effectively silenced de- 
bate by only nominating to the 
Councils persons who could be relled 
upon not to eriticise, It muat be 
remembered that in Hongkong our 
non-officialx (as critics or in any 
other chpacity) are mere nominees 
of Government. 


Seconily,, Government presum- 
ably disliking even the srhostly 
spirit .of publicity attending the 
emasculated debates on legislution: 
has chosen‘ an excellent meana of 
avoiding that ‘publicity, The 
method is simplicity itself. but 
against the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, 


The modern type of ordinance 
‘merely gives Governor-In-Council 
power to make regwiations, As 
these regulations (if lawful) are as 
effective as the law itself the result 
is remarkable. 


REGULATED IN PRIVATE. | 


_...Hig Majesty the King in Council 
on the advice of his Ministers, 
Wereated a Legislutive Council with 
wide powers of debate in public, 
This is stil! our Constitution ‘in 
name. But oa all this is a nuisance 
to everybody concerned, It has in 
effect been abandoned and now the 
-Governor-in-Council can and does 
regulate us in private, and judging 
from the regulations themselves 
without proper consideration. . 


From enquirics 1 have made, 
many of our regulations appear ot 
very doubtful legality, but naturally 
no-one minds, except perhaps the 
Governor of the Prisons, who finds 
his accommodation insufficient. 
Quite apart from the validity, or 
otherwise, of our regulations, I say 
again without fear of contradic- 
tion that our regulations are passed 
without propor discussion, without 
any sound policy behind them, 
without there. being, any intention 
to enforce them, us u whole but 
only such parts and ,against such 


persons as some official or officials 
may think fit. 


‘NEW ORDINANCE. 


To sum up, and to a t facts an 
thoy really are, we might asi well 
scrap the Legislative Council—it fs 
useless np n debating body—scrap 
the Exccutive Council as'there {a 
nothing to prevent Government con- 
sulting whom it pleases, scrap the 
bulk of our ordinances and have a 
single ‘one which would run somes 
thing like this, 


“Whereas ont mid-Victorian pre- 
decessors foolishly allowed debates, 
in public on the advisability of 
making new laws, and the policy 
behind such new Inws, which was 
rather a bore to officials who were 
compelled to speeches and even 
sometimes resulted in the proposed 
laws being altered; And whereas 
we are determined to put behind us 
all auch foolishness and to ruje 
regardless of publle opinion (which 
is stupid and in any case there isn’t 
uny) &e., &e. In future this shall 
be hw. 


(1) The Governor may make any 
regulation on any subject he 
pleases. Z 

(2) Any person breaking any 
rextlatfon shall be guilty of an of- 
fence. : 

(3) Any person charged with 
any offence under any regulation or 
with the doing of any nct not cover- 
ed by regulation shall be convicted 


unless he satisfies the Magistrate |. 


to the contrary. 

(4) Any official may detain for 
three days any person he wishes to 
detiin—and with the consent of the 
Governor-in-Council for any Jonger 
perlod.

(6) A regulation shall still bo a 
good regulation even if-it requires 
that the views of some Junior, Of- 
ficlal shall be anticipated. 


A FARCE, 


Perhaps an even simpler law 
could be devised something like 
this..“Whereas__Confucius says 
‘What an official says is law because’ 
he bays it.’ Let it be #0 enacted.” 

Again the real question ds this, 
"Js this, the most Important port 
in the Paeific and ‘the fifth largest 
port.in the world, to be governed 
by a body of officinis without proper 
discussion?” If this is the policy 
of the British Government, why 
preserve the present farce? If this 
ia not the policy of the British 
Government, Jet us have a Commis- 
sion and a new Constitution !
